Bloch praised the New York City 
couple, who died Friday nig ht in 
the electric chair at Sing Sing Pris­ 
on, for what he called their “ cour­ 
ag e and heroism .”

were held for the Rosenberg s in a 
Brookly n funeral home. About 500 
mourners jam m ed the chapel, and 
a crowd estim ated by police at 
10,000 milled around outside in 93- 
deg ree heat. 
The chapel filled with hisses 
and murmurs o f “ No ” when Rab­ 
bi Abraham Cro nbach said, “ Let 
us g iv e them (the pro secuto rs) 
credit fo r this: They did what 
they tho ug ht was rig ht.” 
Cronbach, professor emeritus of 
the Hebrew Union Colleg e of Cin­ 
cinnati, presided over the service. 
He was one of a deleg ation of four 
clerg y men who 
urg ed

Eisenhower last week to commute 
the Rosenberg s’ sentences to life 
imprisonment. 
The rabbi told his protesting au­

Big 3 Talks 
In Bermuda 
Due July 8 


WASHINGTON OP - July 8 has 
been picked for the start of Big 
Three talks in Bermuda, but some 
mild confusion rem ained today ove 
how firm it is. 
A White House statement Sunda, 
spoke of July 8 as “ the present ta r ­ 
g et date” for opening the confer­ 
ence, but added that “ this plan nat­ 
urally is dependent upon its accept­ 
ability to the French.” 
An announcement from the Lon­ 
don residence of Prim e 
Minister 
Churchill said the start of the talks 
“ has been fix ed for July 8 ” An in­ 
formed British source said the date 
was fix ed “ with the confident as­ 
sumption that 
there 
will 
be 
a 
French g overnment by that tim e.” 
On the day the plan for a Big 
Three session was announced last 
month, the French g overnment of 
P rem ier Rene May er fell, and four 
efforts to form a new one have 
failed since then. President Vincent 
Auriol Sunday asked form er P re­ 
m ier Antoine Pinay to try . 
Orig inally , it was hoped that the 
talks, which Churchill 
has 
been 
plug g ing as a possible preliminary 
to Big Four sessions with Prem ier 
Malenkov of Russia, would g et un­ 
derw ay late this month. But the ab­ 
sence of a g overnment 
in 
Paris 
threw a wrench into those plans. 
Eisenhower will fly to Bermuda 
in his plane the Columbine, leav­ 
ing here July 7. 
Churchill will travel on the 42,- 
500-ton battleship Vang uard, prob­ 
ably sailing June 30.

“ I am not try ing to be o v erly o p­ 
timistic. There are many pro blems.

more hopeful,” he added.

co uld no t rev eal 
why he w as encourag ed. 
What effect the talk mig ht hav e 
on an armistice was not 
apparent. 
The New York 
Herald Tribune 
reported, however, that 
So uth Ko ­ 
rea has g iven formal no tificatio n 
that it will withdraw its tro o ps fro m

HALF BAKED REFORM 
A BILL TO REVISE present federal law 
governing political expenditures h a s been 
introduced by three Senators, members of 
the Senate Elections Committee, and has 
aroused considerable controversy. One pur­ 
pose of the bill is to extend federal jurisdic­ 
tion to primary elections and to some party 
conventions having to do with nominations 
to federal office. 
The remainder of the bill has to do with 
the limitation of campaign expenditures. 
Here a great deal more study will be re­ 
quired than its sponsors appear to h a v e 
given the subject. They rightly hold that 
the present limitation of $3 million for na­ 
tional committees is “ unrealistic,” consid­ 
ering merely the rise in prices and growth 
of voting population since the present law 
was drafted. This is true also of the limita­ 
tions on candidates for Senator and Repre­ 
sentative. 
The limitation on national committees 
would be increased to $10 million, a sum 
certainly no greater than the cost of na­ 
tional campaigns. Present limitations are 
easily and commonly evaded, chiefly by 
the raising and spending of political funds 
by “unofficial” committees or other organ­ 
izations. This problem is scarcely touched 
by the bill, which additionally deals inade­ 
quately with the regulation of campaign 
contributions—by labor u n i o n s , for in­ 
stance. 
No fundamental improvements in the 
morality of politics are to be expected, if 
the sole effort is to invite more and more 
costly campaigns and a greater and great­ 
er political indebtedness by the parties to 
those who finance them. 


ATOMS FOR PEACE 
FEAR THAT DEVELOPMENT of atom­ 
ic power for peaceful uses may be serious­ 
ly retarded unless the government shells 
out more billions each year than it did in 
the preceding 12 months is offset by large- 
scale privately financed research of t h e 
type in progress at the University of Mich­ 
igan. 
The university has facilities that 
make it one of the world’s largest centers 
for nuclear fission research and is engaged 
on no fewer than 54 
separate 
projects 
that hold the promise of startling benefits 
for science and industry. 
A recent gift of $1 million from the Ford 
Motor Company Fund will enable the uni­ 
versity to go ahead soon with plans for a 
nuclear reactor. This will be housed in a 
wing of the Phoenix Memorial Radiation 
Laboratories, to be built at a cost of $6.5 
million contributed by alumni and friends 
of the university. 
The impressive undertakings at Ann Ar- 


During the past two decades when all of 
us have fallen into the habit of speaking of 
Left and Right, of Left of Center, of the 
Middle Road, the tendency of thought, in 
many countries, has been to avoid defini­ 
tion of terms. It is characteristic of an era 
of confusion that this should be so. 
How can one speak of the Middle Road 
unless the two ends are unmistakably 
clear. The Middle can only be a point equi­ 
distant between two fixed terminals. 
The avoidance of absolutes in politics, as 
in personal morals, may satisfy the desire 
of individuals to avoid positive decisions, 
many of which may be unpleasant a n d 
some even impolite,, 
The genteel person can go through life 
without ever annoying anyone or hurting 
feelings by never reaching a conclusion on 
anything but always skimming across thin 
surfaces. 
The phrase, “Middle Road,” is a mis­ 
nomer; 
it should be the 
“ Milquetoast 
Road” in honor of that meek and mild com­ 
ic strip personality who, while he often 
blew his top, as the expression goes, back­ 
ed away from real opposition because it 
hurt his sensibilities to have to reach an 
unpalatable decision. In a stronger era, the 
risk of decisiveness was taken by strong 
men. 
In political relationships, the M i d d l e 
Road has never meant anything, because 
politics is not only the art of government; 
it is also the art of compromise among ir­ 
reconcilable forces. Talleyrand’s greatest 
successes were in his compromises. 
But to compromise wisely, it is necessary 
never to depart from the essence of one's 
own program. Disraeli, Bismarck and Stal­ 
in, among the world’s greatest e m p i r e 
builders, understood how to do this; Chiang 
Kai-shek and Franklin D. Roosevelt d i d 
not know how to employ this tool of states­ 
manship; Chiang, because he was obdurate 
at the wrong time; Roosevelt, because he 
lacked a program for his own country and 
therefore was pulled too far away from its 
national interests. 
Roosevelt is an excellent example of the 
Middle-of-the-Road personality in politics. 
He had no philosophy to guide him except 
a pragmatic rule that what works today is 
good for today. Tomorrow- was never his 
problem, although the curse of political ar­ 
rangements is that tomorrow is just around 
the corner and the corner is turned t o o 
swiftly, 
Roosevelt, against his will and probably 
without his knowledge, was pulled into Stal­ 
in’s corner, just as Churchill, in his great 
old age, has become 
the international 
broker for Malenkov. 
This can happen to anyone who makes 
the Middle-of-the-Road his slogan. Such a 
person avoids what he calls extremes; but 
the Russians have proved that the extrem­ 
ists can win if they give the appearance, 
but never the substance, of compromise. 
What the Russians have established as a 
fact since Teheran (1943), Bismarck prov­ 
ed in the establishment of the German em­ 
pire—which his successors lost. Similarly, 
Talleyrand saved France, 
because 
that 
was all he had to do.
